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Sailing Away 
A Windy Weekend for the Marion-Bermuda

After days of rough saiUng, the ships who set out 
last Friday, June 19, from Marion, have still not reached 
Bermuda as of midnight on Tuesday. Thirteen of the 
forty-eight boats were already out of the race, due to the 
windy, rainy weather on the open sea. Before departing 
on Friday, weatherman Dane Clark announced that the 
weather would be "dynamic", more so than he had ever 
seen during this race in previous years. After hearing 
this news, four boats; Paul Hubbard's Bermuda Oyster, 
Stefano Pacini's Galileo, Mark Monwood's Por Dos and 
David Kingsbury's Shooting Star opted to stay close to 
dry land and save the racing for another, milder, year. 

Still, most have persevered, and while the race 
has taken a little longer than past years to complete, the 
boats still on track will have many stormy tales to tell. The 
sailor's will likely kiss the ground when they make it the 
645 miles to Bermuda. 

Some of the ships are using only celestial naviga- 
tion, while others rely on their electronic devices. Those 
bravely going by the stars receive a 2% rating credit. 

Jonathan Brewin of Warwick, Bermuda's boat Big 
Bear, a J160, maintained a lead position in the race starting 
Sunday up until the afternoon on Tuesday, June 23. After 




calling in to report technical difficulties. Big Bear finally 
had to give up their position due to a ripped mainsail. Big 
Bear's crew included Bermudian's Alan Williams, Buddy 
Rego, Mark Hannebereger, Michael Carey, Peter Shrubb, 
Somers Kempe, and from London, Kieron O'Connell. Af- 
ter the thrill of keeping ahead of the rest, and battling the 
stormy weather, this is an unfortunate last-minute blow 
for Bermuda. 

Close behind Big Bear, and hen taking the lead of 
the rest was Martin Jacobson's ship Crescendo, a Swan 44 
Mkll from Newport, Rhode Island. Crescendo, a Class B 
boat, surprised everyone by taking the lead last Saturday, 
breezing by the Class A boats. Crescendo's crew includes 
Aaron Eddington from Shinagawa, Tokyo, Caroline Ho-

at the age of thirteen to receive medical treatment for 
severe scoliosis. Dr. Alexander Wright, the surgeon who 
also repaired former Boston Celtics star Larry Bird's knee, 
treated him for free at the New England Baptist Hospital. 
In the Nepal caste system, those with drastic handicaps 
are placed at the very bottom of the social structure, re- 
gardless of where they would stand without the disability. 
The caste system restricts educational, employment and 
social opportunity for the lowest-ranking caste. 

While in this country, his back will again be 
x-rayed at the New England Baptist Hospital. He will 
also be returning to Old Hammondtown to inform and 
educate students about the plight of Nepal and the work 
he is doing trying to fix some of Nepal's societal woes. On 
his visit in 1993 and during his recent visit, he stayed at 
the home of Johanna Duponte in Mattapoisett. 

"When I first heard about Rajesh, my husband 
and I were thinking about adopting children,'' said Ms. 
Duponte. "I wasn't sure if I would be able to love a child 
that was born to different parents. After having Rajesh 
stay with us, there wasn't a doubt in my mind that it was 
possible." 

Mr. Shahi's trip back to America was far from 
easy, as it took three attempts and a year and a half to 
obtain a six-month visa to enter this country. Each at-

decision. Mr. Shahi's trip took over 24 hours, not counting 
layovers in Delhi and Paris. 

Nepal emerged from twelve years of civil war in 2008 and 
is one of the most poverty-stricken countries where the 
median age of its people is less than ten-years-old. Due to 
the war, thousands of children have been orphaned and 
tens of thousands of people displaced. Sanga-Sangai works 
with grant budgets and is facilitated with not only local 
volunteers, but world-wide volunteers as well. 
According to sanga-sagai.org, Mr. Shahi states "I am so 
proud, after working for the past nine years as a com- 
munity organizer and program director, to be launching 
Sanga-Sangai with my Board of Directors. Looking back 
on these nine years, I see many positive changes in my 
students and in the neighborhoods in which Fve worked 
here in Katmandu. Much of this change has been made 
possible through the generosity of people from all over 
the world who have come to see our beautiful country. 
I am thankful for this support, as it has helped improve 
many children's lives. 

My journey, our journey, is not complete. As I travel 
around Nepal, I see too many places where children lack 
such basic services as access to books, basic sanitation, 
and most importantly, hope for a better future. The poor, 
low-caste children of Nepal need your help so that they 
may find their voices, so that they may one day speak 
with enough confidence to have their story told in the 
larger discourse of our emerging democracy.

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Book Review 
Marion in the Golden Age

For those of you searching for a good read this 
summer while you lounge in the backyard hammock or 
cool your toes in the water along the shore, you might 
want to pick up a copy of Judith Westlund Rosbe's new 
work Marion in the Golden Age. The book, which chronicles 
Marion during the late Nineteenth and early Twentieth 
Centuries, is a fascinating and insightful look into a differ- 
ent age when the shores of the Sippican River and Buz- 
zards Bay played summer host to the rich and famous, 
not to mention, the highest office holder in the land. 

Beginning in 1871 and continuing through 1911, 
Marion was the home and part-time home to many of 
America's most revered writers, actors and even a presi- 
dent, the twenty second and twenty fourth president, 
Grover Cleveland. Other notable Marion residents and 
visitors of the time included artist Charles Dana Gibson,

famous for his elegant Gibson Girls pen and ink draw- 
ings. The Century Magazine editor Richard Watson Gilder 
and painter Cecil Clark Davis whose works can be seen 
on display to this day at the Marion Art Center. Charmed 
by the beautiful summer light, abundant fishing grounds 
and the steady, perfect sailing winds of Buzzards Bay, 
Marion attracted droves of sportsmen and artists during 
the period covered in Ms. Rosbe's book. 

Through this work Marion's storied past is re- 
counted in nine chapters beginning in the time period just 
after the Civil War when Marion was transformed from a 
fishing village that was home to many of the days finest 
sea captains into the summer destination it has become.

grand hotels, the shore line cottages and the mansions 
that once stood on the banks of the Sippican River all 
providing an inviting environment to some of America's 
most prominent citizens in the time period between the 
Civil War and the First World War.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

June 11, 1009

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Richard 
Nunes at 7:00 pm on Monday June 22, 2009 at the Roch- 
ester Town Hall. Also in attendance were Selectmen Brad 
Morse and Naida Parker and Town Administrator Rich- 
ard LaCamera. The Board approved the minutes of the 
June 15 meeting and its executive session. 

The Board has a tentative agreement with the 
Rochester Police Department, as the Police Department 
Brotherhood will be voting on the Selectman's proposed 
three-year contract on the Police Department's upcoming 
June 25 meeting. The Board approved of Bruce Taylor be- 
ing named to the Soil Commission. 

The Board was unanimously in favor of not sup- 
porting a bill that would go to the state legislature that 
would add a five cent return on bottles such as water 
bottles, sports drink bottles, and ice tea to name a few. 
Selectman Morse said that for those who simply recycle 
the bottles, not return them to places where they can be 
redeemed, will be further punished by paying an addi- 
tional five cents on each bottle or can. Though the town 
government does not support the bill, it still has a chance

to go further in the state legislature. 

Rochester Memorial School's Third Grade Energy 
Patrol has asked the town to keep track of its energy bills 
since the start of their program. Their program includes 
cutting down on energy used at the school by shutting off 
lights when not in use and simple ways for the school to 
be more "green.'' The town noted that over $300 has been 
saved in less than a year and all three members of the 
Board commended the Energy Patrol for their efforts. 

In the Town Administrator's Report, Mr. LaCam- 
era stated that the town will be getting $220,000 over 
a two-year period in stimulus money.

Memorial School lunch program. He admitted that "this 
is true/' but the reason why this occurred is that the Town 
of Rochester had not received a check for reimbursement 
from the state. Mr. LaCamera also spoke about a meeting 
that he had gone to that morning about ''different topics 
of regionalization." "Many people asked what we have 
done here [in Rochester] and I listened to a lot of what 
other people had to say about what has been done in 
other towns," said Mr. LaCamera. 

The Plymouth County Sherriff's Office is going to 
be taken over by the state. Mr. LaCamera stated that when 
this happens, he wonders how many people who cur- 
rently work for the Office are going to be carried over into 
the state-run organization and if the state is going to be 
taking with them the pension liabilities that it will entail. 
The second concern he has is the health-care coverage that 
will be involved now. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board,the meeting was adjourned at 8:02 pm by Chairman 
Nunes.

ORR currently has an environmental club, and now the 
school is adding a well to its "green'' list.

"\ hope it will save about $10,000," said the dis- 
trict's business administrator, Ms. Kate Isernio, after con- 
sulting the school's water bill.

Year One. Starring Jack Black and Michael Cera. Directed by 
Harold Ramis. Running time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: PG- 
13. 

If you're of a certain age, you probably can't help feeling 
a certain respect and affection for Harold Ramis. He co-wrote 
Animal House and Stripes. He directed Groundhog Day and 
the sadly underappreciated Multiplicity. He was one of the 
Ghostbusters, for God's sake. For my generation, at least, he's 
a great American hero of comedy. So it gives me no pleasure to 
report that Ramis' new film. Year One, is a laughless dud. When 
Ramis went home every night from filming, did he honestly 
think he'd shot anything funny? Even the end-credits bloopers 
are weak. 

Year One is a rambling saga, shaggy by design, about two 
oafish villagers. Zed (Jack Black) and Oh (Michael Cera). They 
get in all kinds of allegedly riotous adventures, though their 
main focus is on getting fed and getting laid. The script (by 
Ramis, Gene Stupnitsky and Lee Eisenberg — the latter two are 
veterans of NBC's The Office) makes casual hash of history; it 
begins in hunter-gatherer times, then progresses through Biblical 
times. That isn't the problem. The problem is that the situations 
Zed and Oh shamble in and out of are tired beyond belief. Even 
the Cain-and-Abel shtick has been done better and funnier by 
Alan Moore and Neil Gaiman in comic books that weren't even 
primarily comedic. 

David Cross, as Cain, has a bigger role than you'd expect, 
which is nice; whenever Cross is up there, you can fool yourself 
into thinking the film is wittier than it is. But then you might 
remember Cross's famous blog entry defending his appearance 
in Alvin and the Chipmunks — basically, because he wanted a new 
house. Maybe the house needed a new roof. Then again, I can 
easily picture Cross, Black, Cera, and many others in the cast 
eager to work with Ramis, and maybe everyone had so much fun 
on the set they really didn't notice they were churning out slop. 



Year One is also startlingly retrograde coming from 
someone as presumably evolved as Ramis. There's a great deal 
of homophobic ''humor" (mostly via Oliver Piatt's mincing, 
mascara' ed high priest), and the female characters, though 
lovely, are zeroes; June Diane Raphael, a comedy writer herself, 
puts a quirky spin on her lines as Maya, a gatherer Zed has 
his eye on, but as written Maya exists to be lusted after and 
rescued. There's grossout gags for kids — Zed licks a bear turd. 
Oh urinates all over his own face — and there are more "adult" 
gags (an incest joke, an F-bomb, much much too much foreskin 
humor). The word is that Year One was trimmed to avoid an 
R rating. In that case, who was its intended audience at the 
filmmaking stage? It's too infantile for adults and often too 
risque for kids (there's also a fellating-a-banana bit). 

Harold Ramis is a smart man, although not infallible — he 
made the funny Analyze This, for instance, and then couldn't 
leave well enough alone and made the inferior Analyze That. His 
previous film, 2005' s bitterly witty The Ice Harvest, pointed at an 
edgier and darker direction for Ramis, but that film tanked, so 
no more dark and edgy for Ramis, I guess. It may be that Ramis 
just wants to work with funny people and have a good time (one 
reason why he might' ve wanted to return to the Analyze well); 
sometimes that works out for all of us, too, and sometimes what 
we're left with is an unfunny home video of a lot of talented 
people throwing a party we weren't invited to.

Coalition for Buzzard's Bay 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the Town of 
Fairhaven have permanently protected 52 acres of forest 
land comprising a significant portion of the inland water- 
shed to the Nasketucket River, Austin Pond, and down- 
stream Little and Nasketucket Bays. 

The land will be owned and managed by the 
Town of Fairhaven Conservation Commission. A small 
piece of the land will be held by the Coalition while it 
works to clear an existing title issue and then it will also 
be conveyed to the town. 

The area, called Nasketucket Woods includes 
forest, freshwater wetlands, perennial streams, a vernal 
pool, and protected habitat for rare species, including 
the Eastern box turtle, in the immediate vicinity of the 
Nasketucket River. The property links to several other 
conservation areas, the Mariner Soccer Field complex and 
the East Fairhaven elementary school. It will be open 
to the public for recreational activities, including hiking 
and bird watching. Trail improvement and maintenance 
activities are envisioned for the site. 

"The town is pleased that this land purchase has 
finally gone through. It is a significant piece of property 
that is environmentally sensitive and was vulnerable 
to development. With assistance from the Community 
Preservation Committee, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and town meeting members, Nasketucket Woods 
is now permanently protected for all residents to enjoy," 
said Fairhaven Town Planner Bill Roth. 

The Coalition helped facilitate the transaction 
by securing the option to purchase from the landowner 
and assisting the town with raising the necessary funds. 
The costs of the project were paid with funds from a

state grant through the Local Acquisitions for Natural 
Diversity (LAND) Program (formerly known as the Self- 
Help Program), the Fairhaven Community Preservation 
Committee, a mini-grant from the Buzzards Bay National 
Estuary Program and a loan from the Coalition's Bay 
Lands Revolving Fund. A local grassroots group. Friends 
of Nasketucket, helped with the acquisition by support- 
ing the Town's land application and building support at 
Fairhaven Town Meeting. 

The protection of natural lands in the watershed 
is critical to protecting water quality in Buzzards Bay. 
Healthy forests, wetlands and stream buffers serve a vital 
function as pollutant filters, absorbing as much as 90% 
of the nitrogen and other pollution generated by human 
activities before it reaches the bay. Land conservation also 
benefits local communities by protecting drinking water, 
wildlife, aesthetic vistas, open space, rural character, rec- 
reational opportunities and the special places that people 
treasure. 

'The town was interested in preserving this area 
primarily because it is located within a backup drinking 
water supply area. The Coalition was interested in seeing 
that it remain as open space because it sits within the 
watershed that drains into Little Bay, which suffers from 
nitrogen pollution," said Brendan Annett, Coalition vice 
president of watershed protection. 

The protection of Nasketucket Woods continues 
The Coalition for Buzzards Bay's long-term focus on pre- 
serving natural lands surrounding Nasketucket Bay. Over 
the past decade, the Coalition has worked to protect such 
landmark properties as the Nasketucket Bay State Reser- 
vation, Nulands Neck and the Viveiros Dairy Farm.
